BOMBS WRECK 
TWO BUILDINGS 


One of Them Also Causes a 


Panic In a Theater. 


GAMBLING WAR IS RENEWED 


NOBLE 
LADIES ON 
STRIKE 


Trouble Between Riv.il Syndicates Re­ 
sults in Two Explosions T hat Cause 
Havoc in the Downtown Section of 
Chicago— No Arrests Made in Con­ 
nection 
With 
the 
Crime—Many 
Structures Damaged. 


Chicago, Nov. I.—Two bombs watch 
exploded 
with terrific force in the 
downtown section of the city caused 
tonsiderabl-i damage to proj ertv m d 
created great excitement. 
The first bomb exploded in a build­ 
ing at 260 State street, a rd the other 
followed fifteen minutes later Iii a 
building near the corner of I,a Salle 
and Madison streets. 
In the State street building the Em­ 
pire club, a gambling organization, Is 
located, and the building at Madison 
and La Salle housed the W orth Jockey 
club, also a gambling club. 
For two years bombs have been ex­ 
ploded intermittently in Chicago in 
the vicinity of sal biing houses and 
race bookmakers’ estmflishments. The 
latest bombs thrown were the thirty- 
second anil thirty third in number that 
have been thrown in w hat is believed 
to be a quarrel between syndicates of 
gamblers who operate in violation of 
the law. 
The explosion in State street shook 
the heart of the city end buildings 
within a radius of a block were dam­ 
aged, hundreds of windows having 
been broken. 
The lower floors o! the 
building were occupied by the Great 
Atlantic and Pacific Tea company. Tin* 
concussion crav ed havoc in the store­ 
room on tho first lloor. scattering 
stock over the floo’s and blowing out 
plate glass windows in the front, and 
all the windows in the rear of the 
structure. 


Marty Buildings Damaged. 
Many 
buildings 
adjacent 
to 
the 
scene of the explosion were damaged, 
including 
the 
Chicago 
Automobile 
club. the Im oerial and Inter Ocean ho­ 
tels and tho Premier theater, a vaude­ 
ville lions 
which was filled with peo­ 
ple when the bimb was fired. 
The de­ 
tonation frightened the audience, and 
men and women rushed for the street 
in a p a n ic, but no one was inbred. 
The po1 ice, after investigating the 
circumstances, found that 
the first 
bomb had been thrown, apparently, in 
the upper floors of I hi* building occu­ 
pied by the Empire club, formerly 
managed by “Social'’ Smith and Harry 
Perry. 
A bomb was exploded there a 
year ago last July. 
Since that tone 
Smith and Perry are reported to have 
sold out their interests lo a new syn­ 
dicate, which began gambling opera­ 
tions only a few days ago. 
This syndicate, it is reported, had 
also obtained control of the Wort!' 
Jockey club in Madison street, where 
the second bomb was fired. 
In both places hand books on the 
races were operated. 
Guests of the La Salle hotel, across 
the street from the W orth Jockey club, 
were startled by the second explosion. 
In the first explosion the shock startled 
guests at the Great Northern hotel, 
half .a block away. 
In both cases 
alarms of fire were sounded, but no 
fire resulted from the explosions. 
No arrests were made.

at 25.) East Tenth street, St. Paul, is 
at St. Mary's nospital in a critical con­ 
dition as the result of an assault 
which occurred at Thirty-fourth street 
and Minnehaha avenue, Minneapolis. 
Four men were taken to the Minneap­ 
olis central station suspected of b ing 
his assailants. 
According to the story so far ob­ 
tained by the police, four men board­ 
ed 
the 
Snelling-Minnehaha 
car 
at 
Lake street. 
All were noisy and an 
altercation took place between them 
and the conductor when the latter 
tried to collect the fares. 
When one 
of the passengers noticed that serious 
trouble was threatened, he notified the 
motorman, 
S. 
E. 
Chaffen. 
By 
the 
time he came to the relief of the con­ 
ductor, the four men had been eject­ 
ed and Nelson was just in the act of 
giving two bells as a signal for the 
car to proceed. 
Before the motorman could get back 
to his post, a brick was hurled by one 
of the men. 
It struck Nelson between 
the eyes and he was hurled against 
the side of the rear platform and sank 
to the floor unconscious. 
Nelson was hurried to th* office of a 
nearby doctor. 
He was later removed 
to St. Mary’s hospital, where he ha3 
since laid in a comatose condition. 
The polioj have been urable to get 
his statement of the trouble. 
It was 
stated by the atending physician that 
he probably would not recover. 
The men arrested gave the names

Twelve Bodi33 Found Huddled Close 
Together, Indicating That the Men 
Had Died of Suffocation—Three Men 
Escape by a Perilous Climb on Life 
Ladders Through Poisonous Gases 
and Falling Slate. 


Johnstown, 
Pa., 
Nov. 
I.—Twelve 
men were killed in the Cambria Steel 
company's coal mine, two railes from 
here, as the result of what is sup­ 
posed to have been a dynamite explo­ 
sion 
All the do id are foreigners. 
Three men escaped by a perilous 
climb on life ladders through poison­ 
ous mine gases and falling slate up 
the steep walls of the main shaft. 
Only fifteen workmen, all track lay­ 
ers, were in the mine. 
It was hours before the rescuers 
gained perceptible headway. When the 
final barrier of rocks was passed tho 
rescue party found twelve huddled 
forms close together, the bodies indi­ 
cating that the men had died of suf­ 
focation. 
The cause of tho mine explosion is 
in dispute. 
A majority of those about 
the mine mouth and the rescue party 
say the accident was the result of an 
explosion of dynamite, but mine offi­ 
cials deny this.

New York, Nor. I.—Following a 
night of ceaseless effort on the part 
of skilled surgeons, Cadet Eugene E. 
Byrne, who was injured in a football 
game with Harvard Saturday, died in 
tho Cadet hospital at West Point. Tho 
fight against death that had gone on 
through tho night watches showed 
young Byrne to have been made of 
the stool th it makes heroes on the 
battlefield. 
He had been kept alive 
continuously after his injuries by arti­ 
ficial respiration, and he had been un­ 
conscious most of the time, but half 
an hour before the end, just as the 
morning sun was creeping into the

St. Johnsbury, Vt., Nov. I.—When 
the ruins of the Citizens’ Savings 
block had been wet down to a tem ­ 
perature 
which 
ii'ade 
a 
thorough 
search 
possible, 
it 
was 
definitely 
learned that nine lives were lost in 
the fire w him practically destroyed 
the principal business building of this 
town. 
Two other persons were prob­ 
ably 
fatally burned. 
The 
property­ 
less is estimated at $50,000. 
Of the 
killed, two persons fell from the upper 
stories, while seven were burned to 
death. 
The block, a four-story brick bull I 
ing, was a combination of stores, of­ 
fices, tenements md assembly halls. 
It was owned by tho Citizens' Savings 
bank. 
The fire is believed to have origi­ 
nated in a restaurant in the basement. 


Cass Lake, Minn., Nov. I.—P. A. 
Larson, H. J. Coggesshall and C. C. 
Brannon, special deputy United States

He was one of tho pioneers 
with James J. Hill in that field.

REITERATES HIS STATEM ENT 


Louis W. Hill Again Say* Land Lot­ 
teries Are a Fraid. 
St. Paul, Nov. I —L. W. Hill, presi­ 
dent of the G rjat Northern Railway 
company, 
reiterated 
his 
statem ent 
made at Billings, Mont., that many 
people were duped ty the government 
policy of allotting land on Indian 
reservations. 
He said the purpose of 
that speech was to “stir them up,” and 
its effect wa J not objectionable to him 
in any way. 
Mr. Hill was quoted as saying that 
the Great Northern did not wish to 
participate in a division of the money 
spent by people who traveled from 
their homes to Western points to se­ 
cure farms, but were disappointed. 
That statem ent evoked the ire 
of 
Judge Witte I of the government land 
chico, and he sa il that he eould fur­ 
nish the names of all parties who 
registered, if Mr. Hill desired to make 
any refundments. 
When told of that statem ent Mr. 
Hill said: “Will he secure legal au­ 
thority forth? Great Northern to make 
the rcfunl? 
Will he reimburse those 
people for the time they spent and 
the other trobule to which they were 
put? 
lf he can see that that is done. 
we will go through with our part of 
the bargain. 
It is not the purpose of 
the Great Northern to stop anything 
half completed, and we are willing to 
go ihrongh with it.” 
A special train carried Mr. Hill and 
several St. Paul men to the farming 
congress at Billings. 
All who mad* 
the trip were enthusiastic over what 
they had seen. 
The special was rum 
for th? purpose of picking up dele­ 
gates along the Great Northern in 
Montana, aud several hundred vert* 
taken to the gathering point.
